IN TRE SENATE. 
Wasuineton, Dec. 12.—A great por- 
tion ofthe morning hour was again 
taken up in the presentation of peti- 
ti.ns for the appointment of a commis: 
sion to inquire into the alcoholic liquor 
traffic, favorirg the 16th amendment to 
the constitution of the United States, 
to secure female suffrage, and against 
any legislation concerning the re Vision 
of the tariff duties until after the cfficial 
inquiry as to the business industries 
of the country, and all were referred to 
appropriate committees 

PUBLIC LANDS IN FLORIDA. 
M . Junes, of Fierida, from the com- 
mittee on naval affairs, reported with 
amendments the senate bill to author- 
ize the secretary « f the navy to transfer 
to the secretary of the interior 
for entry and sale all lands in 
Florida not needed for naval purposes. 
Piaced on calendar. Also, from the 
committee, without amendments, the 
senate bill to retrocede to Florida the 
jurisdiction of her lands reserved for a 
dock-yard,in the county of Escambia, 
Florida. Piaced on the calendar. 

THE SILVER RESOLUTION. 

Tbe consideration of Mr Matthews’s 
silver resoluiion was then resumed. 
Ckaffer, of California, submitted the 
following asa substitute for the reso- 
lution, leaving the preamble of Mats 
thews the same ss submitted by that 
senutor: 
Resolved, That all the bonds of the 
United States, issued or authorized to 
be issued under the said acts of con- 
gress heretofore recited, are payable, 
principal and interest, at the option of 
the government in coin of gold or silver 
of the standard value when such bonds 
were issued, and to restore to its coin- 
ege such silver coin as a legal tender 
coequal with gold coin is notin violation 
of tne public faith nor in derogation of 
the rights of the public creditor. Or- 
dered printed. 
The senate then, by a vote of 44 to 
20, weut into executive session. 


THE NEW YORK NOMINATIONS, 
The Star says Senatur Conkling in 


executive session of the sepate yester- 
day presented an adverse report from 


the committee on comme:ce on the 
nom@inationsof Rvosvelt and Prince for 


collector and naval officer of the port 


of New York, end afavorabie report on 
the nomination of Merritt for surveyor. 
The adverse report in the committee 
was secured by a vote of 6 to 2,Senators 
Gordon and Randolph being the only 
two members voting in favor of a fa- 
vorable report. The general impression 
is that Senator Oonkling has secured 
sufficient votes among democratic sen- 
ators to secure arepetition of the ap- 
polntments bythesenate. His friends, 
iadeed, claim that he hasa majority 


against their confirmation of 15 votes. 


CONQUEROR CONKLING. 
The strugyie over the New York ap- 
pointments resulted in a victory tor 
Mr. Conkling. All details obtainable 
are given herewith. 
The senate was in executive session 
to-day nearly six hours, adjourning at 
8 o’ciock. The entire session was de- 
voted tothe New York custom house 
nominations, two of which, namely, 
those of Theodore Roosvelt, to be cul 
lector in p Jace of Arthur to be re- 
moved, and L Brac ford 
Prince, naval officer Vice Cor~ 
nell to be removed, were 
reported from the committee on com- 
merce unfavorably. The third—name- 
ly, that of E. A. Merritt to be surveyor 
ot custem. in place of Sharp whose 
commission has expired, was repo:ted 
with a favorable recommendation. No 
opposition was manifested to the latter, 
but the contest in regard to the p o- 
posed removals was extremely anima- 
ted, and took a very wide range,cover~ 
ing a discussion of the rights. powers 
and duties «f{ the president in regard 
to removals from ctijce and the subject 
of civil service policy in general. Mr. 
Conkl ng, chaiman of the committee on 
commerce opened the debate with a 
brief statemeut of the reason why, in 
the opinion of the mej rity of that 
committee, the two first named nomi- 
nations should not be confirmed. These 
were, in brief, that no charges, eitt er 
of corruption or of inefficiency. had 
been made against the present incum- 
bents, but that, on the contrary, they 
were conceded to be faithful, honest, 
experienced and able officers. Mr 
Bayard followed in an extended argnu- 
ment, maintaining the right of the 
executive to make changes 
whicn, in his opinion, would 
be for the benefit of the public service, 
he being rerponsible for the execution 
of the laws aad entitled to select his 
agents subject to the confirmation of 
the senate, but without being obliged 
to furnish to the senate a statement of 
hig reasous. 
DEFENDING HAYES, 


Mr. Kernan then delivered a speech 
of considerable length on the same 
side of the quesiivn, defending the 
action of the president. His remarks 
were mostiy read from mauuscript. 
General Gordon was the next speak- 
er. He warmly commended the civil 
service policy of President 
Hayes, and, in regard’ to the 
pending nominations asserted emphat- 
ically that the remoyais which they 
econ'emplated were demanded by a 
proper regard for the purity of the 
service. He charged that Messrs, Cornell 
and Arthur had diegracefully made use 
oi the powers of their cflice for merely 
artisan and selfish purposes, and he 
iutimated that it was time for the one 
man power 
broken. The debate then became quite 
seneral, Messrs. Hoar and Matthews 
spcke in favor of sustaining the action 
of the president in the exercise of his 
constitutional power and of what thes 
belieyed to be bis 

SOUND PUBLIC POLICY 
in removing the c.vil service {rom the 
domain of partizanccnirol. Mr. Tellier 
aud oihers spoke brietly in reply, argu- 
iug that in the present instances, at 
‘east, the president had departed from 
the principles g@ civil eervice which he 
him-elf had announced—namely, that 
faithful and efficient services should 
protect officers from removal, etc. Sena- 
tor Conkling closed the debate ina 
speech of considerable lengih and of 
great vigor and earnestness. He replied 
in detail to the various arguments 
advanced by the supporters of the 
nominations and repealed with the ut~ 
most emphasistbe charges that had 
been made against the official character 
and conduct of the officers whom the 
president proposed to remuve. He in- 
sisted that they had been faithful, 
honest and efficient in every particular 
and 

CHALLENGED THE PROOF 
that asingle charge had ever been 
mede against them by the mercantile 
community, orthe secretary of the 
treasury cr the president himself. He 
also defied any one to show 
or to assert that -. his 
(Conk!ing’s) actioa in this whole mat- 
ter bad been o: horwise than fair, open,

Het Bed Material , 


Forest leaves are excellent to mix 
with hot material They do not heat 
as easily as stable manure. They are 
very good to put round cold frames to 
rotect half hardy plants Forest 
leaves, after two or three yeirs’ decay- 
ing, make admirable stuff for potting 
and flowers in general. 
Lice on Hogs. 

Petroleum will remove lice on hogs. 
Rub a little with a cloth over the bod- 
ies of the hogs, 


Fruit Trees. 

In a ripe and perfect state, fruits, if 
not eaten to excess, are beneficial. 
Stunted trees rarely become vigorous, 
nor when too long crowded in nur~ 
series. 

Haggling off limbs and branches, and 
leaving stumps on the trees, which rot 
off and Jet tie water into the trunk, 
soon destroys the tree; therefore always 
cut or saw off smooth, when the wound 
will heai and the bark grow over. 
Sound, vigorous trees should be get 
out, asthey take no more trouble or 
space than the worthless ones. Bud- 
ding should only be done with fresh 
buds, on very small stocks of vigorous 
growth. Make inucision like a T; raise 


little otf the wood as possible, and 
bandage, not too light, for three weeks. 
Com position — Rosin, 8 cz; beeswax, 
30z; melt up with lard, and work it 
like shoemakers’ wax, for wounds made 
in pruning and grafting. 

Soil—low, wet, or marshy ground ig 
not suiteb'e. Soil appropriate for crops 
of grain is also adapted to the cultiva- 
tion of fruit trees, shrabs or vines. Oc- 
caslonal digging,mellowing the ground, 
keepirg down underbush and weeds, 
and manauring, are beneficial. Clean~ 
liness is necessary for fruit trees. Des 
Stroy .oxious worms and inrec's, and 
prune off ali affected parts. Scrape off 
rough, ragged bark and moss, and 
wash will with soap suds or cover with 
a coat of limewash. Remove all suck. 
ers from the roots, side branches and 
excressences, 

jatch out fcr grubs, coating the 
roots and lower trunk, say in June 
with tar, train oil or whitewash, and 
sprinkle a little lime, eshes or soap 
suds on the ground around the tree. 
W hen seriously affected, dig the earth 
from the roots near the surface and 
search thoroughly in the bark for the 
grub, cleanse off the gum, etec., wash 
with lye or soapsuds, or rub dry ashes 
over them, and close up with good 
fresh earth. During this as occasion 
requires, will ensure health and vigor.

In each cas? they came 
to us without shoes or clothing, but these 
haye been supplied by the kindness of a few 
thoughtful ladies: The children at the home 
are taught to read and write, the girls tosew 
and the older ones are required to assist in the 
general housework of the family. 

“We earnestly hope to be eustair ed in our.en~ 
dcavor to rescue from the haunts of poverty and 
vice the many little ones Whose cries are daily 
before us. ’ 

The ladies of the board of managers take this 
occasion to express their sincere thanks to the 
presidentand the gentlemen of the advisory 
com mittee, whose ready help and counsel have 
‘greatly contributed to the success oi their ef- 
forts. 

When this association wes organized several 
years ago it had, asis the case with ali such 
efforts, its strenuous and often honest objectors 
Tnese we met as best we could at the beginning 
of our work with hopeful promises and assur- 
ances of success born of the conviction that our 
cause was worthy of their support. To-day we 
need only pcointto our well-established home 
end the record of its pest four years. Between 
four and five hundred persons ofall ages and 
conditions have been clothed, fed and sheltered 
within its walls; and itscharities 2dministered 
in such a spirit that-neither vice nor pauperism 
cou!d claim to have received a shade of counte. 
nance or encouragement, Our desk is filled with 
letters of acknowledgment for assistance 
and sympathy, from the sirong man, who, 
“overcome with the burden and heat of the 
day,’’ stopped fora while to rest, to that of the 
dear child who wrote with such irresistibly 
comic pathos that she ‘longed to do sometbing 
te show her gratitude. but we all knew that 
her circumstances were peeuniary "’ 

These words of gratitude are not alone for 
the managers of the association, but for every 
ope who may have given buta crust of brea‘ 
towards its support.

The chairman of this committee spesks in 
terms of high commendation of our p:esent 
matron. She had been for eome time an in- 
mate ef the home. end the chairman of the 
home committee, w. waiting to finda suita- 
ble person to fill the j« sition made vacant by 
the resignation of Miss Smith, placed M:s. Or- 
tagus temporarily in charge. She has shown 
such unusual aptners in apprehending and ad- 
ministering the dutics of ber office that, in the 
words of the chairman of this commiitee, ‘‘eyen 
the chronic grumbler and fault-fii der is sf 
lenced.’’
